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On the north Point Loma thrusts 
its bold form into the ocean to protect 
the ship channel. In the offing the Coronado islands rise romantically 
from a sea teeming with game fish. 

There are excellent hotels and apartment houses in the city. Among 
the former are the U. S. Grant which cost $2,000,000 and the new 
San Diego. 

There are many places to visit, many things to do. Tia Juana, 15 miles south, 
affords a glimpse of old Mexico, with its bull ring and Latin-American ways. La Jolla 
to the north presents a strange bit of coast where cliffs have been worn by the waves 
into grotesque patterns. 

The Coronado islands are fascinating with their seal rocks thronged with amphibious 
swimmers and their marine gardens. 

Sportsmen come from England for Coronado' s fishing. Tuna, yellow tail, barracuda, sea bass 
and other finny fighters are caught in large numbers.
